“It will keep youth in school long­ 
er to prepare them m ore adequate­ 
ly for the lives which they will live 
after leaving,” Ade explained, “and

com petition of adolescents from the 
com m ercial and 
industrial 
worlds 
where they would in m any cases fill 
positions otherw ise held by adults.” 
Ade recom m ended th a t the state 
council of education be empowered 
to d raft provisions for the issuance

certificates;

standards for school buses, elim in at­ 
ing those "w hich are now a hazard 
to the h ealth and 
safety of our 
school children’’:
